EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETING MINUTES 


The Executive Committee met at 3:30 
P.M. on Wednesday, April 19, 1978, at 
the Hyatt House in Birmingham with L. 

M. Sims presiding. 

Dr. Sims called the meeting to order 
and introduced James Kellerman, our 
guest from the Florida Association of 
Community Colleges. 

The reading of the minutes of the 
last meeting was waived. An official 
treasurer’s report was also waived. The 
complete report will be puslished in 
the next issue of the NEWSLETTER. 

Martha Markus, Secretary, reported 
that we had 991 paid pre-registrations. 

Dr. Sims stated he felt from conversa¬ 
tions with junior college presidents 
that our registration would exceed 1300. 

Final Convention plans concerning 
the General Convention arrangements, the 
Opening Session, General Business Ses¬ 
sion, the Banquet and Entertainment 
were discussed.

Alex Lackey, Physical Plant Direc¬ 
tor of Jeff State Junior College, 
spoke on ”Solar Hear and Its Uses.” 
Mr. Lackey told about the building of 
a solar energy heating and cooling 
plant at Jeff State. The plant has 
just been completed recently and is a 
very impressive system. 














George B. Wright, Vice-President of 
Sales, Puriton Chemical Company of 
Atlanta, spoke on "The Role Which the 
Service/Maintenance Department plays 
in the Total Institution." He stress¬ 
ed the importance of using the right 
chemicals in heating and cooling sys¬ 
tems, and told how energy is saved by 
doing this. Mr. Wright also told that 
by not using the right chemicals it 
costs money and repairs to boiler and 
chiller. 


SESSION: Business Interest Group

Junior college business instructors 
and divisional chairmen who attended 
the 1978 Conference of the AJCCA made 
several observations in relation to 
the Business interest group’s sessions 
They agreed that the sessions (under 
the direction of the 1978 chairperson, 
Mrs. Julia P. Thornton of Brewer State 
Junior College) were well planned, 
well attended, informative, and rele¬ 
vant. 


South America, very appropriately 
spoke on the topic, "Today’s Secretary 
in a Changing World." Dr. Light traced 
the history of the secretary from the 
time when only men served in this ca¬ 
pacity,, through the invention of the 
typewriter, when women entered the 
field, to the present. She reflected 
on the office of the past, relating 
the duties of the early secretary to 
those of the secretary of today, indi¬ 
cating that the invention of the type¬ 
writer and other business machines 
revolutionized the office, bringing 
about changes which will undoubtedly 
affect the duties that secretaries 
and other office workers will be per¬ 
forming in the future. She stated, 
however, that offices of today and of 
the future, like offices of the past, 
will need workers who have a good 
background in the basic skills and can 
use the English language flawlessly; 
who can think clearly, have human 
relations skills, and respond to super¬ 
vision; who are responsible, flexible, 
and use common sense; and who have a 
self-image that is so good that doing 
a few menial tasks will not blow their 
minds. 

She noted that in addition to the 
basic skills, the secretary of today 
should have those "extras" which will 
enable him/her to survive in the office 
of the future. 


At its first session on Thursday, 
the Business interest group elected 
Ms. Nancy Posey, of Jefferson State 
Junior College, to serve as its chair¬ 
person for 1979. 

The sessions on Friday morning fea¬ 
tured two distinguished speakers, Dr. 
Sarah Light, Dean of Student Services 
at the University of South Alabama, 
and Dr. Dan Linton, an economist and 
marketing specialist at Auburn Uni¬ 
versity for the State of Alabama. 

Dr. Light, who has served in vari¬ 
ous positions in business and educa¬ 
tion throughout the United States and 


Dr. Linton, who in addition to his 
current position at Auburn University 
manages a large commercial farm and 
has had numerous articles published, 
spoke on a timely topic, "Projected 
Trends on Inflation and the Value of 
the Dollar by the Year 2000." Dr. 
Linton described inflation as simply 
"too much money chasing too few goods," 
and noted that "students should be 
taught to understand inflation and to 
know that it affects their purchasing 
power—the prices they pay for goods 
and services." He further noted that 
though inflation affects all of us, 
it is more detrimental to individuals 
on fixed incomes and to savers. He 
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suggested, however, that investors can 
hedge against inflation by purchasing 
tangible items such as land and other 
real estate, tax-free bonds, antiques, 
or diamonds (if one knows what he is 
purchasing), and that the government 
can do a great deal toward controlling 
inflation by making changes in its 
monetary and fiscal policies. 

Both speakers presented addresses 
that were informative, timely, and 
relevant.

On Friday, three Alabama junior 
college instructors shared their ideas 
and methods for pre-writing activities 
in freshman composition. Ms. Jane 
Riggs, Faulkner State, stressed the 
importance of drill and frequent writ¬ 
ing assignments for the remedial stu¬ 
dent. Ms. Betty Thompson, Gadsden 
State, summarized the work with inter¬ 
national students being done by the 
Alabama Institute for English Language 
Training on her campus* Ms. Thompson 
shared several "before" and "after" 
compositions by Gadsden State students 
from Iran, Saudi Arabia, and Latin 


American countries to Illustrate the 
progress they make in the program. 

The final speaker, Mr. Leonard Rawls, 
Patrick Henry Junior College, wittily 
explained his unique system of using 
writing from popular magazines in 
teaching the average student how to 
compose coherent, well-developed essays. 

All three speakers demonstrated the 
talent and hard work that go into suc¬ 
cessful teaching of composition in 
Alabama’s junior colleges.

Plans were made to report both a bibli¬ 
ography of reading materials found use¬ 
ful in our reading programs and an 
evaluation of each reading program 
using some standardized reading test 
(i.e. Nelson-Denny Reading Test) at 
next year’s meeting. 

Dr. Joyce Hamrick, Troy State/Dothan 
branch, then presented in workshop 
fashion some useful information on the 
topic of formal and informal inven¬ 
tories for diagnosing reading ability. 

A key focus centered on the use of the 
ZIP Scale for diagnosing a student’s 
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phonetic and comprehension skills. An 
especially noteworthy handout presented 
a workable formula for figuring the 
readability of textbooks, which should 
prove helpful to our colleagues in all 
academic areas.
